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COVID cases lower but now is time for teens to get vaccinated 


Although cases of COVID- 
19 are trending lower in the 
four-county jurisdiction of 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan, officials 
continue to urge parents of 
teens and pre-teens, among 
those currently with the low- 
est vaccination rates, to get 
the shot. 

According to a recent CDC 
presentation on COVID-19 
case data, since the begin- 
ning of the pandemic at least 
7.7 million COVID-19 cases 
have been reported among 
persons aged 12-29 years. 
Adolescents and young 
adults have the highest 
COVID-19 incidence rates and 
are an increasing proportion 
of the COVID-19 cases re- 
ported, CDC data shows. 
While more older adults are 


vaccinated, the adolescents 
and young adults make up a 
greater percentage of total 
cases. As noted in the CDC 
data, 33% of cases reported in 
May 2021 were among per- 
sons aged 12-29 years. 

“Within our jurisdiction of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties, 61.1% of 
residents aged 12 and older 
have at least one dose of the 
vaccine, which is telling us 
there is still progress to be 
made,” said Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “We are work- 
ing to reach our residents by 
reducing barriers to getting 
vaccinated, continuing 
smaller community clinics 
and offering appointment 
times outside of 

8-5 business hours. As the 
population in our region con-

Federal mandatory mask order 
continues for public transportation 


As State of Michigan 
emergency orders were lifted 
on June 22, the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MDOT) reminds everyone to 
continue to mask up on air- 
planes, trains, public transit, 
and intercity vehicles, in- 
cluding vans and buses, in 
compliance with the federal 
face mask requirement is- 
sued by the Transportation 
Security Administration 
(TSA) and an order issued by 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC). The 
federal requirements remain 
in effect through Sept. 13; the 
CDC order also requires peo- 
ple who have been fully vac- 
cinated against COVID-19 or 
have recovered from the 
virus to continue to wear a 
mask in public transporta- 
tion facilities. 

The federal requirements 
were implemented after 


President Joe Biden’s Execu- 
tive Order 13998, Promoting 
COVID-19 Safety in Domestic 
and International Travel, “to 
save lives and allow all 
Americans, including the 
millions of people employed 
in the transportation indus- 
try, to travel and work 
safely.” 

Science-based measures 
are critical to preventing the 
spread of COVID-19. Mask- 
wearing is one of several 
proven life-saving measures, 
including getting the vaccine, 
physical distancing, appro- 
priate ventilation, and timely 
testing, that can reduce the 
transmission of COVID-19. 
Requiring masks protect 
America’s transportation 
workers and passengers, 
helps control the transmis- 
sion of COVID-19, and aids in 
reopening America’s econ- 
omy.

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Health official: Mixed vaccination rates among 
four-counties means ‘we have more work to do’ 


While residents in the four- 
counties of the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan are making great 
progress in getting vacci- 
nated for COVID-19, some 
areas within the population 
are lagging. 

“We are making progress 
in putting COVID-19 behind 
us, and we’ve achieved high 
vaccination rates among 
many of our counties,” said 
Lisa Peacock, Health Officer. 
“However, vaccination rates 
in some areas of our counties 
are lagging and we have more 
work to do.” 

To help reach all corners of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet 
and Otsego counties, county 
health staff are attending 
local community festivals, 
showing up at farmers mar- 
kets, and at the invitation of 
businesses, setting up vacci- 
nation clinics in some down- 
towns. 

“We all want to continue to 
experience the benefits of re- 
duced community spread: 
seeing loved ones, reopening 
local businesses, enjoying 
summer, and safely getting 
kids back to school this fall,” 
Peacock said. “The vaccines 
are extremely effective and 
safe, and the best way to keep 
us on the right track is for 
every eligible adult and child 


age 12 and older to get vacci- 
nated. Communities that are 
experiencing high rates of 
COVID infections today are 
the ones with low vaccination 
rates,” she added. 

All three vaccines — Pfizer, 
Moderna and the single-dose 
J&J — are offered at vaccina- 
tion clinics hosted weekly at 
the health department offices 
in each county. And, typically 
both Pfizer and J&J are of- 
fered at the “pop up” clinics 
held in outreach locations. 
All three vaccines are safe 
and effective against COVID- 
19 and the variants, which 
continue to mutate and 
spread — and will do so — until 
enough of the population is 
vaccinated to stop the muta- 
tions. 

The health department 
continues to offer vaccination 
clinics throughout the four- 
county jurisdiction, in addi- 
tion to working with local 
businesses to offer pop-up 
vaccination clinics. Public 
health nurses are on site at 
these events and able to an- 
swer any questions that resi- 
dents may have regarding the 
vaccines. All clinics are open 
to walk-ins or people can reg- 
ister by clicking on the clinic 
link below or by visiting 
www.nwhealth.org.

New legislation introduced to combat the opioid epidemic 


Bills will expand 
availability of 
medications in 
emergency de- 
partments and 
naloxone 
Standing order to 
community or- 
ganizations 


LANSING, Mich. — A bi- 
partisan package of bills to 
combat the opioid epidemic 
in Michigan was announced 
today by Lt. Governor Garlin 
Gilchrist; Dr. Joneigh Khal- 
dun, chief medical executive 
and chief deputy for health at 
the Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS); Sen. Curt Vander- 
Wall (R-Ludington), Sen. Win- 
nie Brinks (D-Grand Rapids), 
Rep. Mary Whiteford (R- 
Casco Township), Rep. An- 
gela Witwer (D-Delta 
Township), the Michigan 
Health and Hospital Associa- 
tion and the Michigan Opioid 
Partnership (MOP). 

The legislation will expand 
availability of treatment for 
opioid use disorder in emer- 
gency departments and ac- 
cess to naloxone, the 
life-saving drug that can re- 
verse overdoses, to commu- 
nity-based organizations. 

“This epidemic touches 
every area of our state and 
we are losing nearly five

BOYNE ON THE FOURTH 
OF JULY 

America’s Independence 
Day celebrations this Sunday 
the Fourth of July will have 
a local flavour as it is two 
years since the Boyne Valley 
was Officially twinned with 
its counterpart Boyne Valley 
in Michigan with an Irish 
delegation travelling there 
for the event in 2019. The 
twinning was supported by 
the Irish Government 
through Minister Damien 
English with the depart- 
ments of heritage and 
tourism and through the 


Michiganders every single 
day to opioid overdoses,” said 
Lieutenant Governor 
Gilchrist. “This legislation 
will help bring us closer to 
ending this epidemic by ex- 
panding access to treatment 
and to life-saving medications 
which can increase their 
chances of a successful recov- 
ery and prevent additional 
tragedies among our fami- 
lies.” 

In 2018 and 2019, Michigan 
saw a moderate decline in the 
number of opioid-related 
overdoses. In 2019, total drug 
overdose deaths - which in- 
cludes opioids and unspeci- 
fied substances - decreased by 
9.4 percent to 2,354 deaths 
and opioid-related deaths fell 
by 18.2 percent to 1,768 
deaths. 

In 2020, the challenges of 
the COVID-19 global pan- 
demic, such as increased so- 
cial isolation and decreased 
access to treatment services, 
exacerbated the already 
deadly drug overdose epi- 
demic. Provisional 2020 data 
shows an increase in total 
drug overdose deaths in 
Michigan. Preliminary data 
for January-June 2020 show 
1,340 overdose deaths - up 
from 1,155 in those same 
months in 2019, an increase 
of 16%. Similarly, opioid-re- 
lated overdose deaths in- 
creased from 874 in the first 
half of 2019 to 1,045 in the 
same period in 2020, an in- 
crease of 20%. 

Two bills will expand avail- 
ability of medications for opi- 
oid use disorder (MOUD) in 
emergency departments and 
improve referral to treat- 
ment. Through this legisla- 
tion, hospitals that treat over 
50 overdoses a year will re- 
ceiving funding to build ca- 
pacity to offer MOUDs. The 
bills build on a foundation of 
existing work with the MOP 
to expand treatment in emer-

“This reform 
will ensure that our state and 
our health care providers are 
doing everything possible to 
save lives and also connect 
patients to effective treat- 
ment.” 

“The opioid crisis has dev- 
astated communities and de- 
stroyed the lives of far too 
many all across our state,” 
said Representative Witwer.

dispensed from a pharmacist, 
similar to over-the-counter 
medications, and restricts 
community-based organiza- 
tions from accessing nalox- 
one. Since 2017, more than 
20,000 doses of naloxone have 
been dispensed under the 
standing order. 

“Having naloxone on hand 
can make the difference be- 
tween someone living or 
dying from an overdose and 
getting it into the hands of 
people who are most likely to 
be able to save a life is impor- 
tant,” said Dr. Khaldun. 
"Naloxone saves thousands of 
lives each year by reversing 
the effects of an opioid over- 
dose and this legislation will 
help prevent fatal overdoses 
by distributing naloxone 
more widely across our 
state." 

"The progress that we've 
seen fighting against the opi- 
oid epidemic has been im- 
peded in part due to the 
immediate public health cri- 
sis in COVID-19. It's impor- 
tant that we continue 
thinking of those suffering 
from substance use disorders 
(SUDs) and their loved ones 
as we come out of the pan- 
demic," said Senator Brinks. 
"Tam proud to be part of this 
bipartisan group who are in- 
troducing legislation that 
continues Michigan's fight 
against SUDs, as there is 
plenty of important work yet 
to do." 

“Families in Michigan con- 
tinue to struggle with our opi- 
ate crisis,” said 
Representative Whiteford.

When I was a young kid 
growing up, I remember my 
dad had two fishing rods 
and reels he prized that I 
wasn’t allowed to touch.

I was 
fascinated with this reel, 
and I still am. I have spent 
more than a few times 
studying the craftsmanship 
of the reel, turning it over, 
from side to side, in my 
hand. 

When the line is pulled 
out, with the drag set, the 
reel makes a clicking sound 
I must have heard hundreds 
of times, if not more. I find 
the sound very comforting. 
I think it must be deep- 
seated in my being. 

Some of my earliest 
memories of fishing include 
these types of reels that my 
dad and mom both used. My 
mom used to fish and hunt 
partridge with my dad, back 
in the days when we had an 
old 1960’s, white Chevrolet 
Impala. 

The second fishing pole 
my dad had was a yellow 
Eagle Claw rod of more sig- 
nificant strength, used for 
fishing Lake Superior from 
shore. In the fall, the rod 
would be used angling for 
spawning coho and chinook 
salmon in local tributaries 
to the big lake. 

My dad and his fishing 
buddy, a co-worker friend 
from his job at the post of- 
fice, would also catch lake 
trout and the occasional 
coaster brook trout casting 
Little Cleos from the rocky 
ledges along those famously 
deep, cold waters. 

They would often go fish- 
ing, but I was never allowed

to come along. Most of the 
time, it was because I was in 
school when they would go 
out on Thursdays, my dad’s 
weekday off. 

I remember often getting 
my hopes up. I used to think 
I should have been given a 
reprieve from school for the 
obviously important and 
hallowed activity of trout 
and salmon fishing. 

No dice, kid. 

Beyond school, I think 
my dad needed to have 
some quiet time fishing 
away from his job and the 
pressures of a household 
with a wife and four kids.

I remember thinking that 
this reel looked massive to 
my young kid eyes — like it 
could haul in a shark. 

I was used to the basic 
simplicity of a Zebco 202 
rod and reel combo. These 
rods were inexpensive and 
available from the Coast-to- 
Coast hardware store a few 
blocks from home, down- 
town. 

The rods were anything 
but kid-proof, prone to 
snapping easily, or having 
their tip-top guide broken 
off when encountering even 
the most basic kid calami- 
ties, like getting the pole

Thave had his Eagle Claw 
rod and reel tucked away in 
storage since then, never 
using it once. I still have his 
baitcasting reel too, but I 
don’t know what happened 
to the rod that went with it. 
He didn’t have it during 
those latter years of his life. 

IT would never think of 
using the baitcasting reel. 
It’s too precious to me. It’s 
like a fine old pocket watch 
or compass, something pos- 
sessing the mechanical se- 
crets and craftsmanship of 
a bygone age. 

It still bears the thick 
black line, and the etched 
fishing scene still glimmers. 

Recently, after a good 
deal of agonizing, I decided 
that my dad would probably 
have wanted me to use his 
fishing rod now that he was- 
n't needing it any longer. 

I took it out for some 
Lake Superior casting, with 
a former co-worker friend 
of my own. 

Tremoved the old, brittle 
line and replaced it. I fas- 
tened the reel to a different 
rod, leaving the Eagle Claw 
at home on the fishing rack. 
I would be crushed if I 
somehow damaged it. 

Everything was working 
fabulously. The reel was 
performing well, launching 
my lure far out into the 
lake, then dragging it back 
smoothly and deeply on the

Brisk selling conditions 
in some parts of the coun- 
try require more aggres- 
sive tactics. 

Brett Furman, a broker 
in suburban Philadelphia, 
says the strong market dic- 
tates that homebuyers 
focus on buying first, and 
selling later. 

"The housing market in 
the suburban Philadelphia 
market is moving very 
quickly," said Furman. 
"Normally we advise our 
buyers to sell their home 
first and buy second... 
However with the faster 
moving market, we are ad- 
vising many of our buyer 
clients to obtain a mort- 
gage commitment that is 
not contingent upon sell- 
ing their existing house." 

In their book, House 
Selling for Dummies (Hun- 
gry Minds Inc., 1999), Eric 
Tyson and Ray Brown 


"strongly recommenda" that 
you sell first. 

"Even in good real estate 
markets, sales frequently 
drag on much longer than 
you expect," the authors 
say. "Selling in a weak 
market usually com- 
pounds the problem. 
Homeowners tend to over- 
estimate their house's re- 
sale value and 
underestimate the length 
of the selling process -- a 
fiscally deadly one-two 
punch." 

The Dummies book says 
selling first eliminates fi- 
nancial risk -- no double 
mortgages and double pay- 
ments for property taxes 
and insurance payments. 
And no worrying about 
how you'll come up with a 
down payment. 

But selling first isn't the 
perfect solution. Some of 
the issues that may come 
up include: 

Being forced out of your 
house before you have a 


new place available. Where 
will you live? Where will 
your kids go to school? 

Having to move twice. 
Do you want to go through 
the hassle? Where will you 
store your extra furniture 
while you live with family 
and friends or rent an 
apartment? 

Not being able to find a 
house you like. How long 
are you willing to live in 
temporary quarters until 
you find a suitable house? 

Whichever way you go, 
it always seems to work 
out in the end, at least in 
Gregor's experience.
